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Tornadoes Claim Toll 
Of Death, Destruction

Tornadoes swept through sec- 


tions of Missouri, Iowa and 
Kansas on Wednesday, leaving 
at least four dead and millions 
of dollars in property damage. 


Two persons were killed at 


Pleasant Hill, Mo., a com- 
munity of 9,400 about 40 miles 
southeast of Kansas City. A tor- 


nado reduced a trailer court to a 
field of rubble, destroyed about 
20 homes and damaged twice 
that many, then ripped apart 
the senior high school and tore 
the roof from the primary 
school. 


A third person was killed 


when he swerved his car to 
avoid a tornado crossing a 
highway between Pleasant Hill 


and Harrisonville. 


About 1.000 students at the 


two Pleasant 
Hill schools, 


huddled against corridor walls 
in a well-rehearsed tornado 
drill, escaped with a few cuts 
and one broken arm. A school 
official called it a miracle that 
no one w-as killed. 


The Missouri Highway Patrol 


reported that 11 persons were 


hospitalized with injuries, at 
least t\vo in serious condition. 


One man was killed and at 


least 21 were injured when two 
tornadoes smashed Fort Dodge, 
Iowa, demolishing at least 40 
homes and damaging more than 
100 more.

Nixon Admits 'Mistakes' 
But Refuses To Grovel

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 


Richard M. Nixon confessed that 
he lied about Watergate, that he 
made the wrong decisions, that 
he let "the American people 
down." But the only man to 
resign the presidency grimly 
vowed that he would never grovel 
before his enemies. 


In a dramatic recitation of his 


mishandling of the Watergate 
scandal, 
Nixon 
steadfastly 


maintained in a 90-minute 
televised interview that he was 
innocent of crime but guilty of 
blunders — "mistakes of the 
heart, rather than the head." 


"I let down my friends. I let 


down the country. I let down our 
system of government ...," 
Nixon said Wednesday as he 
broke his silence on the scandal 


that drove him from office 33 
months ago. 


"I let the American people 


down, and I have to carry that 
burden with me for the rest of my 
life," he said in the first of four 
television interviews expected to 
earn him as much as $1 million. 


Nixon said, "I have impeached 


myself... By resigning. That was 
a voluntary impeachment." 


Viewers who expected a frank- 


admission of guilt from Nixon 
were disappointed. 


Despite persistent questioning 


by British television personality 
David Frost, Nixon refused to 
admit committing any offense 
for which he should have been 
impeached or prosecuted. 


He admitted il was his fault the 


scandal "snowballed," but said: 
"People didn't think it was 
enough to admit mistakes, fine. 
If they want me to get down and 
grovel on the floor, no. Never. 
Because I don't believe I 
should." 


In a program distilled from 


three days of taping at a private 
residence near Nixon's San 
Cicmentc estate, Nixon blamed 
his own bad judgment for the fall 
of his 
administration, 
but 


generally held to the same 
defense of his actions heard prior 
to his Aug. 9,1974, resignation 


from the White House. 


"I brought myself down," said 


Nixon. "I gave 'em a sword. And 
they stuck it in, and they twisted 
it with relish. And I guess if I'd 
been in their position, I'd a done 
the same thing." 


And, 
he said, "while tech- 


nically I did not commit a crime, 
an impeachable offense... these 
are legalisms. As far as the 
handling of this matter is con- 
cerned, it was so botched up. I 
made so many bad judgments. 
.The worst ones, mistakes of the 
heart, rather than the head, as I 
pointed out. But let me say, a 
man in that... top job—he's got 
to have a heart, but his head 
must always rule his heart." 


Nixon admitted, "I said things 


that were not true" about the 
June 17, 1972, breakin at 
Democratic National Committee 
headquarters and subsequent 
cover-up. But he insisted, "Most 
of them wwe fundamentally true 
on the big issues, but without go- 
ing as far as I should have gone 
and saying perhaps that I had 
considered other things, but had 
not done them." 


He said he "went right to the 


edge of the law ... a reasonable 
person could call that acover-up.

trol officer Verne Foughty said 
of the first of the two tornadoes. 
"It looked like it was coming 
straight toward the office." 


The second tornado struck the 


densely populated northeast 
section of Fort Dodge, several 
blocks north of the high school, 
a few minutes later. 


"I'm sure the damage will 


run to several million dollars." 
said Fort Dodge Mayor Herbert 
Conlon. 


Damage to the high school in 


Pleasant Hill was estimated at 
up to S2 million by insurance 
investigators. About 50 cars in a 
parking lot outside the school 
were also destroyed. 


Pleasant Hill officials es- 


timated total damage at $2.12 
million, but indications were 
losses would run considerably 
higher. 


Rescue workers searched the 


debris through the night along 
the eastern side of the town in 
search of possible additional 
victims. In Sedalia, 60 miles to 
the east, another tornado des- 
troyed 55 homes and damaged 
another 500, according to Civil 
Defense officials. 


Police said 35 to 40 persons 


were injured, none seriously. 


Most of the injured at Sedalia 


were in a housing development 
just south of the Missouri State 
Fair grounds. 


Much of- tile city was without 


power for a while, and about 
2,500 tomes remained without 
phone service early today. 


Clay County officials said a 


tornado touched down in the" 
southwest part of Excelsior 
Springs, Mo., injuring five per- 
sons, destroying 17 homes and 
damaging 11 others. 


The tornado also destroyed 


two dormitories and a residence 
at a church district office in 
Excelsior Springs. 


Gov. .Joseph P. Teasdale, at- 


tending a meeting of the Mis- 
souri River Basin Commission 
in Omaha, said he was cutting 
short his stay'to return and 
survey the damage. 


On the Kansas side, about 30 


farms sustained damage rang- 
ing from minor to total des- 
truction and three injuries were 
reported in a tornado that raked 
a swath 15 miles long from 
nlovc to Vlnland in Douglas 
County, south of Lawrence.

The t;hief beneficiaries of that 
monumental file were the architects 
and engineers which the city had to 
hire to compile the material. 


In 1968 the city of New Orleans 


requested money from the Law Enfor- 
cement Assistance Administration to 
help construct a new prison. The 
L-EAA bureaucrats then in charge 
rejected the plan because it did not 
provide for maximum security deten- 
tion. The city had 
proposed 
a 


rehabilitation type structure. 


The city revised the program to 


emphasize maximum security, only to 
be rejected 
by a new crew • of 


bureaucrats who said rehabilitation is 


the new thing in prisons. 


Eventually the city obtained its 


prison, maximum security on one side, 
rehabilitation on the other. 


The Port Authority of New York and 


New Jersey applied in 1973 for a U.S. 
mass transit grant to aid commuter 
rail sen-ice. 


Thus far the Authority has spent $4 


million in assembling 17,000 pages of 
material, inflation has padded over 
$100 million to the construction cost, 
and the commuter service still has to 
see the first piece of track. 


Ernest Angelo, 
the 
mayor of 


Midland, Texas, which has been trying 
for months to draw federal housing 
money, applied some reverse English 
recently. 


HUD's local'office asked the major 


for a reserved parking lot at the 
Midland airport for the benefit of 
visiting firemen higher up in the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 


"Sure," replied His Honor, "but 


only if HUD files three executed and 14 
conformed'copies of the application, 
an environmental impact statement, 
and safety certificates asserting that 
drivers using the space will wear steel 
toed boots, safety goggles and crash 
helmets."

local agencies. A grant for street pav- 
ing, for example, may be siphoned off 
to cover a deficit in a city's general 
fund.

job security measure. The more paper 
to shuffle the longer the job wiU last 
for the, shuffler.

It's Better To Rely 
On Conservative View 


• More is being made of an apparent 
discrepancy between two assessments 
of world oil reserves than should be. 
President Carter's plans for energy 
conservation were based on a CIA 
analysis which indicates world con- 
sumption — at present levels — will 
outdistance production within only a 
few years. 


In less than a week after the 
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President's plan was presented to the 
people and to Congress, the United 
Nations issued a summary of a meet- 
ing last July in which 70 geologists and 
other scientists came to the consensus 
that petroleum and gas reserves would 
remain the preponderant sources of 
energy for many more years, perhaps 
as long as a century. 


Rebutting the UN report, the entire 


text of which has not yet' been 
released, CIA spokesmen defended 
their 
analysis, 
saying 
their 


.conclusions were based in part on a 
surprise determination that the Soviet 
Union — one of the world's largest 
producers — would turn into an oil 
importer in the near future. 


All of these projections, of course, 


are subjective. No one has the ability 
to determine precisely how much 
recoverable oil remains in known 
reserves, nor what unknown reserves 
may exist in parts of the world where 
exploration has been sparse. 


But it is far safer in planning for the 


future to rely on known reserves 
rather than an unknown source which 
might be produced in the future. The 
more conservative estimates of the 
CIA provide a sound basis for planning 
now. Considering what has happened 
to oil and gas availability and pricing 
in the last several years, banking on a 
relatively stable situation for the next 
century would be foolhardy.

Shroud Evidence 


Grows Stronger 


A couple of years ago I wrote 


a column that received an enor- 
mous response from readers. It 
was on the so-called Shroud of 
Turin. As some may know, this 
piece of linen cloth, the exis- 
tence of which has been known 
since the middle of the 14th 
century, 
bears 
an 
image 


remarkable in detail and clarity 
of an individual who had been 
crucified. 


Remarkably 
enough, this 


image was discovered only in 
1898 when the piece of cloth was 
photographed for the first lime. 


So great was reader interest 


in this earlier column that I 
thought I would pass along 
recent developments regarding 
the Shroud. Momentous though 
these are, I have not seen any 
coverage 
of 
them in 
the 


American media. 


Not only have textile experts 


confirmed the antiquity of the 
cloth, but in 1973 a Swiss 
professor named Max Frei 
made a significant discovery. 
Frei is an expert on pollen. 
Clinging pollen shows where a 
thing has been, and it does not 
deteriorate \vith time. Thus the 
U.S. 
Apollo 
project 
was 


especially interested in looking 
for pollen on the Moon and on 


• Mars. According to Frei. pollen 


on the Shroud shows that the 
cloth could have moved through 
Palestine. Asia Minor, and 
Savory. Some of the pollen on 
the Shroud, according to Frei, is 
the same as that in 2,(X)0-year- 
old 
sediments 
from 
Lake 


Gencrazeth in Palestine. 


The Jet Propulsion Labora- 


tory in Pasadena, California has 
applied to photographs of the 
Shroud the advanced computer 
techniques originally used to 
"improve" 
photographs 


brought back from Mars. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Donald Lynn of 
the Jet Propulsion laboratory, 
there is no "linear direc- 
tionality" in the image, indicat- 
ing that it was not painted on the 
cloth. Furthermore, the three- 
dimensional image produced at 
the Jet Propulsion Laboratory 
demonstrates that the marks on 
the cloth forming the image 
correspond exactly to those that 
would be obtained when a sheet 
is laid over a body. 


There is not enough space 


here to go into details visible 
when the cloth is photographed. 
But if we apply tiie usual 


criteria governing. historical 
probability I think we reach the 
following 
conclusion: 
the 


hypothesis that the Shroud is a 
fake involves much greater dif- 
ficulties than the hypothesis 
that it really is a kind of pho- 
tograph of Jesus Christ. 


Is it not perfectly clear that net 


medieval relic forger would 
have 
had 
the 
necessary 


knowledge of anatomy? 


Is it plausible that some unk- 


nown medieval forger, even if 
we posit his secret and expert 
knowledge of anatomy, would 
have created, somehow, a nega- 
tive image on the cloth — which 
had to wait 500 years and the 
development of photography to 
be deciphered? 


Why is this not front-page 


stuff? Why is this stunning 
development, so confirmatory of 
Christian claims about the his- 
toricity of the biblical narra- 
tives, not the topic of every 
conversation? 


I can only conclude that the 


modern mind-set is so habi- 
tually secular, so habitually 
focused upon the "ordinary" 
world of day-to-day existence, 
that it cannot absorb and has no 
use for the implications of the 
Shroud. 


The modern secular mind is 


not really sceptical, but selec- 
tively sceptical. It is sceptical 
about the Christian mysteries, 
but not about its own conception 
of actuality. 


The modern secular cons- 


ciousness began to assert itself 
during the later part of the 17th 
century and rose to dominance 
during the 19th century. Its 
mission was not so much to un- 
derhand ihe world as to make a 
living in it, possess and control 
it. To that mission a Christian 
understanding of actuality was 
irrelevant. 


The secular enterprise has 


been triumphantly successful, 
but we may be coming to the 
end of that epoch. The secular 
enterprise was certainly not 
"wrong," but a high price may 
have been paid for it in terms of 
understanding. That image on 
an old piece of linen in the 
cathedral in Turin seems to in- 
dicate thai actuality, the whole 
of il, is a much different, a 
much more mysleriou.s thing 
than il seems while one is 
walking to the corner grocery 
slore 


satisfied because all they ever 
heard 
from 
.them 
were 


promises. They feel 'if the 
representalives would 
have 


been more diligenl we wouldn't 
have to put up with this stag- 
nancy. - 


Now that a fresh batch of 


politicians has taken office how- 
are we to tell whether they will 
really care about our needs? If 
more Americans would meet 
such, music with yawns and. 
"Yeah, why don't we just do 
some of it." office seekers, 
would soon find Ihe politics of 
promises less tempting. And 
we. 
as 
cilizens, 
musl 


increasingly learn to choose 
among politicians according to 
what'they actually deliver. Un- 
fortunately, il is nol enough lo 
disregard words and_ focus on 
deeds. 


Polilicians are learning the 


crafl of Ihe pseudoacl. Again 
and again laws are'passed lo 
plase 
public 
opinion, 
but 


thereafter are only infrequently 
or weakly- enforced. Some in- 
dustries have left the stale 
already and now thousands of 
physicians have decided to quit 
practicing in Michigan. We 
heard some time ago about ihe 
high-level panel that has made 
its recommendation on improv- 
ing State government efficiency 
bul ihe question now is whether 
the report will end up gathering 
dust on the shelf. The study of 
Slate government was conduct- 
ed by the Michigan Efficiency 
Task Force, a nonpartisan 
group of experts and funded by 
' contributions from Michigan 
corporations and.foundations. 


Since 1972. Chief Justice 


Warren E. Burger has been 
asking Congress to produce a 
"judicial impact statement" 
outlining the probable effect of 
every new law on the courts. 
Congress so far has not res- 
ponded. As more and more 
cases get inlo court systems, 
congestion and cosls mount. But 
for many disputes, a simpler 
mechanism would do, and bring 
cheaper and faster results.

America Has 


Too Much Talent 


WASHINGTON - A recent' 


Iwo-day conference here, devot- 
ed exclusively to thoughtful.dis- 
eussion about what all of us will 
be doing wilh our lives in the 
coming decades, seemed stran- 
gely out of place in this city. 


Washington is rightfully no- 


torious for its fixation with 
overnight 
crises, 
crash 


programs and short-term solu- 
tions. Too many of the nation's 
supposed leaders seldom look 
beyond yesterday's problems or 
tomorrow's headlines. 


But 
this 
meeting 
was 


different. Its theme was "Life 
Cycle Planning: New Strategies 
for Education, Work and Re- 
tirement in America." Its spon- 
sors were the Center for Policy 
Process, a nonprofit research • 
organization, and the publishing 
house of Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston. 


In analyzing contemporary 


patterns of education and work, 
conference leaders produced an 
impressive array of facts and 
statistics to back up their claim 
that we already are a nation 
with "a glut of over-educated, 
under-utilized people." 


Perhaps most striking was a 


simple chart which vividly 
demonstrated that America, for 
the first time in its history, is 
producing 
more 
college 


graduates than it has'jobs to 
offer people with such training. 


For countless decades the 


country had a shortage of 
college-trained 
talent. 
As 


recently as 1970,13.2 per cent of 
the nation's work force was 
composed of college graduates 
but 14.2 per cent of the jobs to be 
filled were in the professional 
and technical category. 


But in the ensuing seven years 


the gradual increase in the 
number of jobs for which 
college training is appropriate 
•has failed to match the soaring 
growth in the number of 
graduates. 


The Labor Department, is 


predicting a "surplus" of 1.8 
million college graduates by 
1985 and an analysis prepared 
for the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare projects 
an oversupply at that time of 6 
to 8 million, according to one 
presentation at the conference. 


That grim forecast was of- 


fered by Fred Best and Barry 


Stern, two young men who 
painted a gloomy picture of 
brutal competition for 
the 


country's preferred jobs during 
the coming years. Among the 
elements they cited: 


"People today have higher 


occupational aspirations than 
ever 
because 
of 
greater 


affluence, higher levels of 
educational attainment and 
declining family obligations. 


"Parents want their children 


to be better off than they were. 
And the children, who have been 
nurtured 
by 
considerable 


amounts of schooling and more 
financial resources, agree." 


"Young, 
better-educated 


members of minority groups 
are seeking the job opportuni- 
ties denied their parents." 


"More women are re-entering 


the labor force to become full- 
time career workers." In 1940,9 
per cent of all mothers were 
members of the country's work 
force. By 1970, that figure had 
soared to 42 per cent. 


We already' have entered an 


era in which there simply are 
not enough preferred jobs to 
meet those demands. TMteitial 
round of dissatisfaction 
is 


demonstrated in a pah* of Labor 
Department_ surveys ~ which 
show that a quarter to a third of 
all workers feel "overqualified" 
for their jobs.

Seeking 
my medical advice fur pain 
relief only tends to encourage 
him to avoid the physical 
examination he needs. 


For him and for other readers 


who might be required to do 
strenuous physical work there 
arc some suggestions to be 
made. 


Doctors often sec patients 


with so-called "musculo-skele- 
tal" problems (muscle, joints 
and bone) which are caused and 
made worse by the physical 
requirements of their jobs. 
Mam' of them perform the same 
.job, in the same position, over 
and over again. 


The constant bending, lifting 


and twisting may be responsible 
for low back pains that persist 
long after the day's work is 
finished. Working with some 
kinds o'f machinery may, for 
long stretches of time, force the 
arms, legs and back in unna- 
tural positions. 


The ligaments, muscles and 


bones of the spine are placed 
under undue pressure that 
causes variations of low back, 
hip, shoulder and leg pain. 


An orthopedic surgeon once 


told me that he was able to give 
weekend relief to these patients, 
only to find that by next Tues- 
day or Wednesday the symp- 
toms returned. Going back to 
the same job, with the same 
muscular distortions, reactivat- 
ed the problem. 


Patients under 
treatment 


should give consideration to the 
possibility that their 
work 


habits, even sitting in the wrong 
kind of chair for long periods of 
time, should be re-evaluated. 
Frequently, changes can be 
made without interfering w;ith 
the quality of work. 


In this way it is possible to 


prevent temporary symptoms 
from becoming chronic, and al- 
so to prevent changes in the 
bone and muscle structure of 
the body that might lead to in- 
capacitation.

Bailey-. who still wants to be 


sworn in as a General Assembly 
member, was convicted in 1973 
of stealing 31 record albums 
from 
an 
Algonac, 
Mich., 


department store. The records 
were worth $93. 


In a personal appeal to the 


Supreme Court, the south 
Providence Democrat said he 
wanted bail continued until the 
court ruled on his request that 
he be given the oath of office. 


"I'm going back to Michigan 


at one time or another," Bailey 
told the court. "But I would like 
to stay' around and wait for a 
mandamus to be granted." 


Bailey was denied his House 


seat in February because of 
felony convictions in several 
states. 


Last month, the 40-year-old 


Bailey asked for a writ of man- 
damus ordering Secretary of 
State Robert Bums to swear 
him. That; request was not 
addressed 
in 
Wednesday's 


Supreme Court decision. 


After the order was handed 


down, Bailey was taken into 
custody by state police Capt. 
Edward Pare, who handcuffed 
the lawmaker-elect and led nun 
away from the courthouse. 


The court's order said that 


Bailey and his lawyer, John 
O'Neill Jr., had failed to show 
why bail should not be revoked.

conscious on a bedroom floor • 
Monday night after a friend 
called police because Fried did 
not answer his telephone. 


"He cared-about Heritage 


Hill," said the friend, Denise 
VanAu, 20. "He cared about his 
neighborhood. He would not 
want any bad publicity to hurt 
this area." 


The Heritage Hill area is 


filled with 19th Century homes 
. that once belonged to the city's 
furniture-making 
and 


merchanlile elite. The area is 
designated an historic preser- 
vation area but it has been . 
plagued by crimes, including 
the unsolved murders of seven 
young women who either lived 
in the area or went to school 
there.

heartland of America, to reach 
the kids in potato country and 
show them there was a vast,

Import sales in April totaled 


306.200 units, up C3 per cent 
from the year before and the ' 
highest for any month in his- 


. lory. The previous record was 


1S7.7IW, set just a month before. 


Domestic sales of $21,969 


cars, up 4 per cent from a year 
ago. were the second highest for 
an April. But the daily sales 
rate of 31,614 was well behind 
Hie monthly record of *M85 set 
in April 1973. 


The imports' record perfor- 


mance gave them a 20 per cent 
share of the total market for the 
month, the first time the foreign 
penetration has been that high 
since August 1973. 


"I'm just amazed, absolutely 


amazed," said an analyst for 
one Big Three maker about the 
imports' showing.. He said he 


had expected foreign sales of no 
more than 170.000 units. 
'Another analyst added: "1 
can't think of any explanation 
except the Carter proposal." He 
said import sales were weak 
during the first 10 days of April, 
"so they must have been 
incredibly strung the last 10 
days" after Carter's speech. 


Carter has not yet said" 


whether his tax-rebate plan, 
which wxiuld be made retroac- 
tive to May 1, will include im- 
ports.

mostly due to special dealer 
contests. But big car sales were 
up more sharply, he said. 


Domestic big cars have been 


in feverish demand for the past 
year — the industry says it can't 
build enough to keep abreast.

of coffee containing caffeine 
were more anxious and tended 
to use Iranquilizcrs more often.

researchers al the University of 
.Michigan were drawn in a 
paper to be presented today to 
the American Psychiatric 'As- 
sociation. 


The doctors concluded that 


the higher the caffeine intake 
— and this included tea, cola 
drinks and pills that contain- 
the stimulant — the more 
likely it was that the subject 
would report symptoms of 
mental discomfort. 


But the Michigan researchers 


emphasized thai because their 
subjects were under treatment 
fur psychiatric disorders, they 
did not know in what way the 
results could be applied to the 
general population. 


They also said they could not 


definitely link caffeine con- 
sumption with depression.

PBB Trial Judge 
Cites FDA Men 


CADILLAC, Mich. (AP) — A 


federal-state conflict has arisen 
because a circuit court judge 
cited three federal officials for 
contempt after they refused to 
testify in the state's first PBB 
contamination trial. 


The three men work for the 


U.S. Food and Drug Adminis- 
tratien. They were not present 
in Wexford County Circuit Court 
on Wednesday when Judge 
William Peterson found them in 
contempt. 


Donald Davis, an assistant 


U.S. attorney, filed a document 
Wednesday formally refusing to 
have the three officials testify at 
the trial. 


Peterson issued subpoenas 


April 20 for Dr. Albert Kolbye, 
Jerry Burke and Dr. H. Dwight 
Mereer- 


Kolbye is an assistant surgeon 


general and the top FDA official 
dealing with contamination by 
the fire-retardant chemical. 
Burkes heads the federal PBB 
testing program,'and Mercer 
has done studies of PBB, which 
was mixed accidentally with 
livestock feed in 1973. 


Attorneys for Michigan Farm 


Bureau Services, one of two 
main defendants in the trial, 
sought testimony from the 
Washington-based 
trio 
to' 


explain FDA reports and tests. 


But during 1% hours of legal 


arguments Wednesday, Davis 
said FDA policy and federal law 
bar FDA officials from testify- 
ing in chil suits without specific 
permission from the agency's 
commissioner.

Recent federal tests showed 
only a few samples of .Michigan 
hamburger 
meat contained 


traces of PBB. state agriculture 
officials have told a Michigan 
Senate committee. 


The officials said Wednesday ' 


that the U.S. Department (if 
Agriculture collected 300 ham- 
burger samples in Michigan in 
the past month. The samples 
were tested for traces of PBB or 
polybrominated biphenyl, the 
toxic fire retardant that was 
mixed accidentally with lives- 
tock feed in 1973. 


Of the 300 samples. 29-! 


showed no detectable level of 
PBB, they said. Six showed 
trace levels of less than 50 parts 
per billion. 


The Agriculture and Con- 


sumer Affairs Committee is 
considering a House-passed bill 
that lowers the permitted level 
of PBB in .Michigan products 
from the federal limit of 300 
parts per billion to 20 parts per 
billion. 


Agriculture officials said they 


did not know how the USDA did 
its test of hamburger meat, and 
were only . informed of the 
results by telephone. But Dr. 
Charles Cole, assistant chief of 
the state agency's animal health 
division, said federal agents 
took samples from sites scat- 
tered around the state. 


The test occurred after urg- 


ings by U.S. Sens. Donald 
Hiegle and Robert Griffin, who 
held hearings on PBB in 
Michigan a month ago. 


Cole expressed optimism at 


the results of the test because 
PBB is more likely to show up in 
hamburger than any other type 
of 
meat. 
Hamburger 
is 


generally made from dairy cat- 
tle, which absorbed most of the 
chemical, and also has large 
amounts of fat, where PBB is 
concentrated. 


The chance of ingesting PBB 


from other types of meat is 
much less, he said, because they 
come from beef cattle which 
were not as exposed to the 
chemical. 


Agriculture Director B. Dale 


Ball told the committee of the 
federal test. "It's a great 
tragedy that people in Michigan 
feel all meat and milk is 
approaching legal guidelines 
(for PBB contamination) when

Originally the state had sent

tions at all city crossings.

Last month, however, the 


state ordered that the city and 
Amtrak jointly share the cost 
of closing crossings at Park 
place and Telegraph street.

school district was approved by 
the district's school board last 
night in a 2 to 2 vote.

in one case. Individual contracts 
with the 10 are to be signed 
later, setting actual pay. for the 
1977-78 school year. 


The plan was based on four 


pay levels as a previous pay 
schedule and increased the base 
for the starting level by. 52,000 
over what it had been. 


Starting pays in each of the 


levels were $20,395 in what was 
listed as level four; $22/167 in 
level three; §24,539 in level two; 
and $26,611 in level one. 


The plan adopted contained 


the highest increases of three 
plans submitted lor considera- 
tion. The other tiro had ranges 
of S19.395 to 825,307 and 819,895 
to 825,959. 


Supt. Ernest Shaw said the 


adopted 
plan 
includes 


1 provisions for adjusting 
the 


base up or down by twD per cent 
based on an evaluation of the 
administrator's performance. 
The plan also deducts 10 per 
cent from the base pay if the 
administrator is in his first year 
on the job, and deducts five per 
cent if he is in the second year, 
based on inexperience. 


Shaw was not included in the 


package since he is covered 
under a separate contract. 


Board member Felix (Fil) 


Racettc admitted that the raises 
seemed high, but noted that 
they are largely the result of the 
district trying to "catch up"" to 
salaries paid for comparable 
positions in Cass and Bcrrien 
counties. 


Shaw noted that the plan is 


designed to pay administrators 
on an equal base with teachers, 
plus allowing flexibility to com- 
pensate various levels of ad- 
ministrative ability. 


Shaw said the maximum pay 


for a teacher with a master's 
degree working 18-5 days per 
year is $17,393, or about $94 per 
day.

Genetic engineers working with

The gene is one that orders 


the human placenta — also

The researchers said the 


development could speed the

Beeson and, via a draft choice 
return to Dallas, second-year 
wide receiver Duke Fergerson. 


The Bears, saddled with ill 


fortune the past few years with 
all-run, no-pass quarterback 
Bobby Douglass and then with 
not-much-better Gary Huff and 
Bob Avellini, decided to get a 
replacement. 


What they wound up with \ras 


Mike Phipps. compliments of a 
trade with Cleveland that gives 
the Browns the Bears' No. 1 
pick next year. But Chicago 
kept on calling signals and 
came out of the draft's sixth 
round 
with 
Vince 
Evans. 


Southern California's quarter- 
back and Most Valuable Player 
in the Rose Bowl victory over 
Michigan. And all this after the 


Bears picked up former Heis- 
man winner Pat Sullivan, a dud 
with Atlanta and Washington. 


The Buccaneers, who came 


out 
on the 
short 
end 
of 


everything last year, did so in 
part because they had runners 
like Louis Carter, Essex John- 
son and people even less excit- 
ing than that. Now Tampa Bay's 
backfield has been converted 
into USCSE — University of 
Southern California-Southeast.

SEATTLE (AP) - All Bill 


Russell wanted was to win his 
way. 


But after four years filled 


with more 
disappointments 


than victories, Sam Schulman 
apparently grew restless of 
Russell's dictatorial approach, 
and Russell resigned Wednes- 
day as coach and general 
manager of the Seattle Super- 
Sonics.- 


One of the' nation's most 


familiar but complex personali- 
ties, Russell was cheered four 
years ago as the Sonics' salva- 
tion when team owner Schul- 
man lured him back into Ihe 
game he dominated for more 
than a decade as a player to 
coach the National Basketball 
Association team. 


But the Sonics never became 


the consistent winner under 
Russell that Schulman — and 
Russell — yearned for. So 
Schulman put his foot down and 


decided that Russell would not 
return for the fifth and final 
year of his 5250,000 contract 
with the club. 


"Bill Russell has always 


given me 110 per cent, just as he 
gave the Celtics and NBA fans 
110 per cent as a player," 
Schulman said in a prepared 
statement 
announcing 


'agreement with the former 
Boston 
Celtics 
great 
on 


settlement of his contract. 


The agreement calls for a 


payment of 8150,000 a year to 
Russell for the nest two years, a 
team spokesman said. 


During the past season, in 


which the Sonics finished 40-42 
' and missed the playoffs for the 


first lime in three years. Schul- 
man said Russell had become 
"too expensive" in his dual role 
as coach and general manager. 


Schulman said he preferred 


that Russell continue in one or 
the other jobs next season, but 
not both. 


"Sam Schulman has a dream 


which I know he will fulfill to 
bring the NBA championship to 
the wonderful people of Seat- 
tle," the' 43-year-old Russell 
said in the statement. 


"I hare mixed emotions about 


tearing the Sonics, but I feel I 
have reached a point in my 
career where I want to pursue 
other activities," Russell said. 
"I find Sam Schulman to be an 
extremely good man, civic- 
minded, with a goal which I 
wish we had realized together." 


Neither Schulman nor Russell 


was available for further com- 
ment.

Anderson Illegally 
Recruited By OSU? 


EAST LANSING. Mich. (AP)

Michigan middle guard Steve 
Anderson allegedly 
received 


illegal inducements while being 
recruited by Ohio State' football 
coaches and boosters, a campus 
newspaper reported today. 


In a copyrighted stflry, the 


Michigan State News said it had 
learned that Anderson, who 
recently quit the Wolverine 
squad, got an expense-paid trip 
to the 1973 Rose Bowl game 
from OSU booster Phil Scannell. 


Anderson also allegedly was 


transported to and from the 
Columbus campus in apparent 
violation of National Collegiate 
Athletic Association rules. 


The newspaper 
quoted a 


source close to Anderson during 
his prep career at Toledo Scott 
High School as saying. "Both 
Steve and his father, Rodney, 
went to the TJ Rose Bowl with 
Phil Scannell in Scannell's 


company plane," 


Scannell, the head of Scannell 


Electrical Construction Co. in 
Toledo, said he knew Anderson 
but denied transporting the 
prep star to Pasadena. 


"I remember seeing him on a 


couple of occasions," Scannell 
said. "But it's not true that he 
went to the Rose Bowl with 
me." He said he had been con- 
tacted by XCAA investigator 
Ron Stratton about the alleged 
trip to Pasadena.

Money's Tight For Casino Builders 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.,1. (AP) - Firms planning 


casino-hotels here are.going to have to work hard to 
raise the money for their mukimillion dollar 
projects, investment bankers say. 


New Jersey voters last November approved es- 


tablishing casino gambling for Atlantic City; the 
state legislature is now framing laws to regulate 
gaming. 


But "most institutional investors are in the East 


and most of them have been to Atlantic City in the 
last 15 years." said George Riordan..an investment 


. banker with Payne, Webber & Co. in New York?" 


"They're not overly impressed if^ they can 


• remcml>er what it was like 20 years ago. If-you're 
going to go to these sources, you're going to have to 
change that image somehow," Riordan said. 


William Wliitncr. a developer from Charleston, 


S.C., learned that lesson the hard way. He searched 
for four years trying to find someone.to lend him 
money lo build a Boardwalk hotel near the Conven- 
tion Hall 


Whitner finally sold out last winter to Playboy 


Enterprises, which now plans a S5II million casino- 
hotel on 'd plot of land only 100 by 341 feet in siw. 


"We're confident that permanent funding will be 


available to us." a Playboy'spokesman said. 


But Jim Larnett, an investment banker with E.F. 


Button Co. in New York, disagreed. 


Larnell. who helped get backing .for renovations to 


the MGM Grand Hotel in Las Vegas last year, said,' 
"It's going to be very difficult for Playboy to get 
financing. There's a good possibility it'll be tough to 
find sources if the MGM deal was any example." 


Insurance companies, a traditional source for 


long-term business financing, won't lend money for 
casino projects because they feeltihe loans would 
engender bad public relations. 


"It's not our policy to lend to or own gaming 


operations," said Claude Ballarde, vice president of 
Prudential Insurance Co. in Newark. 


"I guess the reason is we're dealing with the funds 


of widows, orphans, the elderly — people who don't 
believe in that sort of thing," Ballarde said. 


"I don't know of a single (major) insurance com- 


pany that wouldn't respond the same way," he said. 


William Leahy; senior vice president of the Me- 


tropolitan Insurance Co. of Xew York, said he 
already has rejected a number of requests for mort- 
gages on oiwrations in Atlantic City. 


Investment bankers, however, said an insurance 


company might invest in Iwnds fur casino construc- 
tion if the firm's name is shielded- 


Another source of financing, one which was very 


succesful in Las Vegas, is Teamsters Union pension 
funds. 


A spokesman for the SI.2 million Central States 


Fund in Chicago said the fund has had a moratorium 
on real estate loans since August HtT-L 


"They want more diversification in their invest- 


ment portfolio and to get* away from the top-heavy 
concentration in real estate," the Teamsters 
spokesman said. 


The Central States Fund has been plagued by ac- 


cusations of misuse and ties to organized crime- 
Tapping Teamsters funds in Xew Jersey is also out of 
the question, said a Jersey City attorney who handles 
many of the funds in the stale. 


"There isn't anything of sufficient size. You don't, 


have anything (in Xew Jersey) that could .mi near an 
investment of.that size." said the attorney, who 
asked not to l>e quoted by name. 


Another uncertainty is the final form of the casino 


gambling legislation now before the legislature. 


"It's impossible {without legislation) lo say what a 


properly could earn. That is why no truly major 
investor has niade a commitment." one banker said. 
•"If I were sitting in somebody's slujes in a gi\en 
company I'd want to know what the rules arc."

James Dullenty, newspaper reporter and owner of a 


Kenneu ick. Washington, bookstore specializing in Western 
history, is in the midst of a major research project to find 
out why Cassidy (alias William T. Phillips) claimed Mudge 
as his mother and Michigan as his birthplace. 


Dullenty has traveled across Michigan twice in the past 


three years, tracking leads in spots like Adrian, Blissfield, 
Sandusky. Waterlown. Croswell. Dcckerville. Port Sahilac. 
Caro. Cass City, Port Huron. Utica and Monroe. 


Most Western history experts now feel Butch Cassidy was 


not killed in a South American ambush after all, but es- 
caped, made his way to the Brazilian coast, and caught a 
ship bound for Europe and the U.S.. ending up'in Michigan. 


Quite a bit of information has turned up about Celia . 


Mudge. but none of it really links her to Cjjssidy-Phillips. 
Why then, did he use her name? How did he even know her 
name or where she spent her early adult life?

As early as January of this

museums the town built for the 
Bicentennial would be able to 
pay back the SIB million cost of 
construction, or even generate 
enough revenue to meet operat- 
ing expenses. 


An early omen that 
the 


Bicentennial tourist dollar had 
dried up was a drop in atten- 
dance at the Liberty Bell. Dur- 
ing the first three months of 
1976, 5S5.441 persons viewed the 
bell. This year for the same 
period the number dropped to 
123.818, a 79 per cent reduction. 


Financially, the Living His- 


tory Center has been a loser 
since it opened May 1, 1978. 
victim of bad press reviews (one 
newspaper art critic called it a 
"living nightmare") and stingy 
crowds that got smaller and 
spent even less with the passage 
of summer. 


Hal Freeman, the center's 


director, estimates that annual 
operating costs cancel out 
revenue generated by paid ad- 
missions. That leaves the city to 
cope with a S3 million construc- 
tion loan, on which interest 
alone is 825,00(1 monthly.

"dumb ideas" about stopping a 
rape, Storaska said fighting 
back many times only heightens 
the violence of the rape situa- 
tion. 


"It's guile and imagination 


thai mailer the most in a rape 
situation," Storaska told the 
crowd. "You have to defuse the 
violence of the situation by get- 
ting the rapist to see you as. a 
person, not an object of hate, 
then you have to seek a safe es- 
cape," he said. 


Examples of successful es- 


capes included a woman who 
told her attacker she was three 
monlhs pregnant. "Before it 
was all over, the man told the 


thai can happen to her — she 
can be raped and mutilated or 
raped and murdered," Storaska 
said. 


Screaming and fighting a 


would-be rapist works about 55 
per cent, of the time, but the 
other 45 per cent of time it 
proved disastrous. Storaska 
said. 


I have been criticised by some 
militant feminist organizations 
because they say I can't know 
anything about rape because 
I'm a man. And they say I ad- 
vocate women submit to rapists, 
" Storaska said. 


"1 have never advocated 


women submit to rapists unless 
it's the only tactic they can use 
to save their lives, and I proba- 
bly know more about rape 
prevention than any feminist," 
he said. 


Author of the book "How to 


Say No to a Rapist — and Sur- 
vive." Storaska has presented 
his rape prevention program at 
over 600 colleges and universi- 
ties since 1964. 


His materials are being used 


by the United States defense 
department for education of 
members of the armed forces.

Paw Paw Millage 
Increase Proposed

Dr. Nnrval S. Bovec. schools • 
superintendent, that voters be 
asked to approve increasing the 
district's operating millagc by 
1.5 mills. 


Dr. Bovee recommended that 


the district's current property 
tax levy of 18.42 mills, which 
expires this year, be raised to 
19.52 .mills. He also recom- 
mended thai at the same time 
tile levy for debt retirement be 
reduced from 3.5 to 2.5 mills, 
making the net change to tax- 
payers, if his plan is approved, 
a hike of one half mill. 


Based on last year's state 


equalized valuation. Bovee es- 
timated the 1.5 mill operational 
increase would bring in an ad- 
ditional 8150,000 in property 
taxes anu' state aid. He said he 
felt the debt retirement millage 
could be'lowcred because of an- 
ticipated 14 per cent increase in 
the district's SEV. 


The superintendent said he 


felf the additional funds for 
operation would be needed to 
meet anticipated rises in utility 
costs and salary demands by 
leaehcrs. 


Bovee said he will ask that the 


1.5 mill increase be for a period 
of one year. He said he expects 
the board to take action on 
placing a millage request on the 


June 13 school ballot at its May 
16 meeting.

district's 
architect.

Nordhoek. Kalamazoo, draw up 
plans for and get cost estimates 
on a new administration build- 
ing.

"The sensory

that come into the brain don't 
have the impact they do in 
normal children." he said. "So 
the: child becomes wild and 


unmanageable trying In %n 
enough stimulation. 


"It's the same tiling as if a 


normal person was put in a 
room with \ery low liiilit and 
no furniture and left there Fur 
hours ami hours. He would 
pace around and eventually 
wiiuhl start banging the walls. 
He would become very active in 
keep himself from falling to 
pieces." 


A hyperactive child lives wnh 


thai condition 2-1 hours a day, 
Lubar said. Biofeedback is 
used to increase the impact of 
stimuli coming into the brain.

monitoring a child's brain 
waves 
with 
an 
electroen- 


cephalograph — EEG — and 
then letting the child observe 
the thought patterns that bring 
on abnormal behavior. 


"The computer picks out the 


brain wave that is most im- 
jwirtant for the child to produce 
and transforms it into a very 
simple tiling, like a tone or a 
light." Lubar said. "One thins 
we've used is a toy train. In 
order to make the train go fast, 
they have to sit still. If they 
move, the train stops. 


"They're playing a kind of 


exciting thing, against having to 
be quiet in order to enjoy it. 
That's just about the opposite 
situation you can develop for a 
hyperactive child. When they 
learn to do that, they become 
accustomed to slowing down." 


The psychologist said more 


than 75 per cent of the 21) 
children with whom he lias 
used the biofeedback technique 
in the past year have shown

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No Subject Taboo For Russia's ^Knowledge' Society

MOSCOW (AP) - A bell 


rings twice, as if a class were 
starling at school, and two 
hundred Muscovites who want 
to know more about foreign af- 
fairs lean forward expectantly 
in their seats. 


They are guests of the Soviet 


Union's Znanie "Knowledge" 
Society at one of the organiza- 
tion's regular public meetings 
in downtown Moscow. For a 50- 
kopek — 66-cent — ticket, the 
students, workers, army of- 
ficers and elderly pensioners in 
the audience have a chance to 
hear and cross-examine two ex- 
perts from a Moscow interna- 
tional affairs institute. 


No subject is taboo and it is 


clear from the start that the 
audience is well informed — 


partially from listening to Wes- 
tern radio broadcasts. Thirsty 
for more news of world events 
than the controlled Soviet press 
provides, they pose a series of 
sticky questions. 


They pass slips of paper to the 


speakers asking for information 
on Soviet dissidents, the Soviet 
and American military budgets, 
the fate of a Soviet chess 
grandmaster who defected to 
the West and possible foreign 
involvement in a Moscow sub- 
way explosion in January.

cow's Central Lecture Hall are a 
valuable outlet for Soviet ci- 
tizens who want to directly face 
experts on foreign affairs and 
get answers to their worries. 
Other Znanie lectures cover 
everything from chemistry and 
physics to home gardening. 


Although the foreign affairs 


speakers rarely depart from 
the basic Soviet interpretation 
of events, they often give new 
details or cover subjects not 
treated by the Soviet news 
media. Diplomats and other 
foreigners often attend the ses- 
sion to learn what is on the 
minds of Sonet citizens and how 
Soviet scholars react to ques- 
tions. 


."You-can't rely on what the 


speakers say as being real 
Soviet policy, but sometimes 
they give you some new pers- 
pective on a question." one 
diplomat said. 


At a session this month, both 


speakers were researchers from 
the Institute of the U.S.A. and 
Canada, a Moscow think tank 
operated by the Academy of 
Sciences. 


Seated below a red banner 


proclaiming "We Will Fulfill 
the Historic Decisions of the 
25th Congress of the Soviet 
Communist Party," the experts

approach to arms control as a 
fragmented 
one, poorly or- 


ganized and tangled in internal 
American political controver- 
sies 


their presidential election cam- 
paigns." 


The question period was the 


liveliest part of the session and 
clearly disclosed that topics 
covered in the Soviet press are 
not the. only ones that interest 
citizens. 


One questioner wanted to 


know what had happened to 
Viktor Korchnoi, the Soviet 
chess grandmaster who defect- 
ed in Amsterdam last July. The 
experts said they didn't know 
much about him. 


To another question, about the 


continued residence in the West 
of 
renowned 
Soviet cellist 


Mstislav 
Rostropovich, 
the 


sneakers acknowledged that he 
is still declining to come back to 
the Soviet Union but noted he 


hasn't yet given up his Soviet 
citizenship. 


Another 
questioner 
noted 


Soviet claims that the Pentagon 
spends much more on arms 
than Moscow. He asked if this 
didn't 
contradict 
another 


Kremlin 
claim 
that 
the 


American and Soviet armed 
forces are about equal in 
strength. 


The answer was that the Pen- 


tagon must spend much more 
money to get the same quality 
army as the Soviet Union 
because it has to pay huge sums 
to attract soldiers. He implied 
that Soviet citizens are happy to 
serve in the Red army for low 
pay. 


The speakers dealt quickly 


with questions on dissidents — 
one of them said they numbered 
"some tens of persons" — and 
with a questioner who asked if a 
Moscow subway explosion Jan. 
21 could have been an American 
plot. The speakers did not en- 
courage 
speculation 
about 


American involvement. 


On one occasion, a questioner 


asked for a response to a Voice 
of America broadcast about the 
balance of 
American-Soviet 


trade. Although the Voice of 
America is regularly attacked 


in the Soviet press as a toot of 
"bourgeois propaganda." the 
reference to the station ,ap- 
neamt to startle no one. The 
Voice has a large listening 
audience throughout Hie Soviet 
Union. 


Members of the audience also 


asked if the United States 
punishes people for political 
crimes. The Soviet press has 
recently been claiming that 
American black activists and 
other "dissidents" have as 


irueh trouble with the authori- 
ties as dissenters do in the 
Soviet Union. 


"Anything that promotes the 


destruction of the political sys- 
tem in that country (the U.S.A.) 
is punished." came the reply.

at work, but inflation is the 
most common culprit cited. 


Construction laborers earn 


higher wages and drive up 
building costs.

Since materials cost more and 
payrolls, are higher, the final 
price is higher. 


In addition, the price of raw 


land has zoomed and is harder 
to find.

made in the way homes are 
built. 


"We are still building homes 


the same way we did decades 
ago. There has not been a 
break-through in technology 
and efficiency." said Meltzer, 
"A carpenter still cuts wood on 
the site. The only progress 
we've made is that he doesn't 
have to 'cut it by hand. He can 
use a power saw. A mason still 
has to put each brick in place 
and a laborer has to carry 
cement on his back," he added.

tail miserably on a single home. 


"The age of the big builder is 


OUT in America." Levitt said in 
a recent interview. "It's impos- 
sible to buy enough land at a 
reasonable cost and no com- 
munity in the country would 
zone a big project today." 


Indeed, tighter zoning and 


emironental regulations are as 
much as a problem as doubling 
interests rates. 


For example, one community 


in Bucks County makes it man- 
datory for a builder to have at 
least two acres of ground before 
lie can start construction. Also 
mandated are expensive sewer 
systems. 


"For a $50.000 house, at least 


SS.OOO is in costs for environ- 
mental 
regulations." 
said 


.Meltzer. "From a consumer 
standpoint, it's Rood, For the 
buyer, it's horrible. Housing is 
being overregulated. 


"The reason why General 


Motors can build a Chevrolet 
that costs $5.000 instead of 
$100,000 is mass -production. 
There is one set plan, one set of 
specifications and a factory 
churns them out," Meltzer said. 


"Suppose Company A had to 


build a car with five wheels. 
Company B had to have one with 
tliree headlights and Company 
C had to have 26 guage sheet 


metal. Tlie costs would soar. 
"Dial's where we are in the 
housing industry. Of course, 
•cars are impersonal. Homes are 
more personal. They determine 
how near you are to what 
church, 
what 
school your 


children go to and who you live 
with." 


Over-all, there is no single 


solution that would ease the 


problem. 


"I don't think you can say 


there's a single villain at work. 
Housing costs reflect normal 
market pressures. Fortunately, 
builders have been able to keep 
up with tlie demand and there 
are no shortages that would 
create an artificial burden." 
Rementer said. 


"It's not bad once you're in 


Ihe system and you're home is 
making money for you." added 
Dan Falls, regional construction 
cost engineer for HUD. 


"There is no. villain because 


all the factors are villains, 
including the people who are 
willing lo pay that much money 
for a house. And people haven't 
stopped buying| houses yet," 
Falls said.
